To the Mayer ^ Aldermen^ and Commonalty 

of the City of New* York. 

Pursuant to the Charter of this City and the Ordinances of 
the Corporation, the undersigned presents the following State- 
ment of the Funds of the Corporation, its Revenues and Ex- 
penditures, and the Receipts and Investments of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, for the year ending December 
31st, 1841 : 

The City Government continues to occupy a sound finan- 
cial position. Notwithstanding the embarrassments that have 
depressed all public securities during the past fiscal year, its 
loans have been negociated at less than the legal rate of inte- 
rest. 

It will be seen that the entire cash means of the year are 
stated at six millions eighty-six thousand six hundred and 
thirty-eight dollars and five cents ; and that the payments made 
by the Treasurer were six millions nineteen thousand one 
hundred and thirty-three dollars and ninety-eight cents ; leav- 
ing cash balances in the Treasury, at the close of the year, 
amounting to sixty-seven thousand five hundred and four dol- 
lars and seven cents. 

The actual cost of the City Government, and of keeping its 
property in thorough repair, including its expensive election 
system, amounted to but one million two hundred and forty 
thousand two hundred and twenty-seven dollars and fifty-two 
cents over and above its ordinary revenue, being lower than 
the estimated deficiency of the year upon which the Tax was 



founded by the large sum of one hundred and fidy-three thou- 
sand nine hundred and nine dollars and three cents. 

The Water Debt has been increased two millions four hun- 
dred and twenty-nine thousand four hundred and ninety-two 
dollars ; and the Fire Indemnity Debt fifty-six thousand dol- 
lars. This latter was incurred to close the lonsr list of claims 
for damages incurred by blowing up stores, <fec., in arresting 
jthe progress of *' The Great Fire." Excluding these two items, 
however, a nett reduction of debt on all other accounts has been 
eflFected during the year, amounting to nine hundred and 
seventy thousand five hundred and ninety-eight dollars and 
forty-fiye cents. 

The total Water Debt is ten millions two hundred and thirty- 
two thousand seven hundred and sixty-ono dollars. 

The liabilities of the Corporation on all other accounts, ex- 
clusive of the City Stocks, held by the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, amount to two millions two huhdrcd and 
eighty thousand and twenty-two dollars and fifteen cents; 
against which it has active means to the larger amount of two 
millions three hundred and fifteen thousand four hundred and 
thirty-three dollars and fifty-six cents,— making the Water 
Stock a measure of the present City Debt above its immediate 
and active means. The Real Estate owned by the Corporation 
is valued at twenty-one million seven hundred and twenty-two 
thousand five hundred and sixteen dollars and thirty-two cents. 
The taxable property in this county is valued at two hundred 
and fifty-two millions one hundred and ninety-four thousand 
nine hundred and twenty dollars. 

This statement, these resources, and the provisions for the 
redemption of the Permanent Debt, noted at length in the fol- 
lowing pages, ought to place the credit of the City upon an im- 
pregnable basis, inasmuch as with the current year all occasion 
for a further employment of the municipal credit will cease, 
leaving its immense wealth and resources to be applied without 
diversion to the extinguishment of its debt.

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Remarks. 

The Revenue of the General Fund during the year amount* 
ed to $5,158,220 56, which, together with the Treasury ba-. 
lance at the commencement of the year, made the cash means 
of the Fund amount to $5,332,399 64. The disbursments by 
the Chamberlain' during the same period, were $5,279,827 61j 
leaving a cash balance in the Treasury on the first day of Jau« 
uary 1842, of $52,572 03 belonging to the General Fund. 

Of the receipts, the sum of $3,014,849 47 was borrowed in 
money, on the Stocks and Bonds of the City, issued to the 
amount of $3,103,439 00, re-imbursable at various periods, at 
from four months to forty years. 

Of the Permanent Water Stock, certificates amounting to 
$817,231 00 were sold, yieldmg in cash $728,641 47^et, be- 
ing at the rate of eighty-nine dollars and fifteen cents for each 
hundred dollars of Stock issued. It was made reimbursable in 
thirty and forty years, bearing interest at five per cent. This ne? 
gociation was equivalent to borrowing money at par, at an inter- 
est of 5 9-10 per cent 

Of the Temporary Water Loan and Water Bonds, $1,612,- 
j%l 00 of scrip were issued, having from thirteen months to 
Aree years to run, bearing 6 per cent interest. It was all i^egoci- 
atedatpar. Of this Loan $1,432,688 00 will become payable 
during the current year. 

The State Laws under which the Water Loan has been 
ereated, were severally passed May 2d, 1834 ; March 24thy 
m'i 29th, 1838 ; April 27th, 1840 ; and May 26th, 1841. The 
Ordinances of the City relating to it were adopted, May 7thy 
1^5 ; March 27th, 1838 ; May 3d, 1838 ; February 26th, 1839 ; 
April 28th, 1840 ; and June 25th, 1841. The people of the Qty 
ratified the project at the election held in April 1835. The 
funount of the loan, authorized by these laws is $12,000,000 00^ 
leileeniable at periods not exceeding 20, 30, and 40 years, a^d 
fijt rf^ iipt exceeding 6 per cent, unless made payable at short: 
§sfi p^on^ds. The Permanent Stock issued bears interest at |^ jpj0jr 

4 
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cent., the Temporary Stock at 6 per cent. The balance of 
3tock on hand will probably be issued at 7 per cent., payable 
^ five, ten, and fifteen years. 

Of the Fire Indemnity Stock, certificates amounting to 
966,000 00, were sold at par, and made reimbursable at the' 
pleasure of the Corporation before 1868, bearing interest at 
five per cent. The State authority for this loan was granted 
April 14th, 1838 — the Corporation Ordinance was passed No- 
vember 30th, 1838. The amount of stock authorized was 
$600,000, nearly a quarter of a million of dollars more than the 
amount of damages which have been recovered against the 
City, on account of the order to use gunpowder in arresting 
<*^The Great Fire," given by njunicipal authority. All these 
claims have been finally adjudicated by the Courts. The 
amount is $358,900 — all of which has been paid. 

The extent of the loss sustained by the City Government on 
this account is therefore now ascertained. It will impose upon 
the citizens, independently of their individual losses on that oc- 
casion, an annual tax of $40,000 for fourteen years. 
' The Assessment Bonds of the Corporation to the amount of 
$270,000 have been issued in anticipation of the assessment 
sale, to take place in March next, to meet the payment of 
awards to individuals for damages sustained in opening and 
widening streets, imposed by the Supreme Court. They were 
negociated at par, bearing six and seven per cent, interest, to be 
met and paid whenever and as often as the liens held by the 
Corporation for their redemption are realized. Seventy thou- 
sand doUers of the issue of 1841, with four hundred thousand 
dollars of the issue of the previous year, have been paid. The 
amount of these bonds outstanding, January 1st, 1842, was 
$200,000. A specific account of these liens is given in the Ap- 
pendix. The bonds were issued under the authority of the 
amended charter, empowering the Corporation to borrow 
money in anticipation of its revenue, and of the State act, cited 
in the ordinance on this subject, passed August 18tb, 1840, 
It is believed that this is the last issue of Assessment Bonds the 
Clorpbration will be required to make. The legal questions 
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xedsed during the last few years, have all been decided by th^ 
Courts in favor of the Corporation ; and the pretext made by 
the parties assessed, of the pendency of these questions, having 
thus been removed, the Department will hereafter be enbled to 
collect all assessments in advance of the claims upon the Trea- 
sury on Street accounts. 

Of the Revenue Bonds, $347,947 were sold at par, bearing 
interest at 6 per cent., payable during the current year, and the 
avails applied to meet the ordinary expenses of the City Gro- 
vemment. 

They were issued by authority of the amended charter, and 
an ordinance of the Common Council, passed May 11th, 1841^ 
by which the Comptroller was authorized to borrow on the ere* 
dit of the City Government, from time to time, in anticipation 
of the Revenue, whatever sums might be required ; the amount 
not to exceed such revenue. It was under this authority that 
the Water Bonds, amounting to $254,000, noted in the pre- 
ceding account of the Water Loan, were issued, and the avails 
applied to meet the requisitions of the Water Commissioners, 
•during that period of the year 1841, when the delay which at- 
tended the Water Bill in its passage through the State Legish 
lature, left the City without any other ready resource. 

The Revenue of the past year, still outstanding, in anticipa- 
tion of which the Revenue Bonds were issued, amounts to 
$1,490,000— to wit :

The bulk of this amount will be collected in February, 1 842, 

and will not only meet all legitimate claims upon the Revenue 
Bcxids and outstanding Warrants, but will afford a surplus of 
over $800,000 00, which can be applied as intended, to meet 
the current ordinary expenses of the Corporation, in advance of 
the collection of the legitimate resources of the year 1842, and 
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MJfettlially relieve the Department from the necessity of resortv 
%g 'fo large temporary loans for pa3nnent of current expendi- 
VlSr^. 

The necessity of borrowing money for the ordinary expensed 
t)f the year, in anticipation of the Revenue^ arises from the fiict 
that the taxes imposed are not in practice collected until ftid 
^fear succeeding. Every effort has been used by this Depart- 
^Mfftment to effect the collection of the tax before the end tit 
ibe fiscal yq^r, but in vain. The wealthiest inhabitants are ill 
the habit of waiting until the latest period allowed by laHr. 
T6e tax books are usually ready by the middle of October. 
Ite Collectors make but few collections until the 10th of Feb- 
fuary following, on which day a penalty of one per ceilt is 
ftddel to the taxes unpaid. Were this penalty to be added ctt 
%he SOth day of the preceding November, the tax could be reHf- 
%aied to the Treasury within the year, and a resort to tenipb- 
faj^ bonds be obviated ; besides this, the interest thus saved 
%Oiild assist to reduce the amount of tax. 

To effect this desirable object, an application to the Legi^Ift- 
*l6ife*to amend the present law, by imposing a penalty of n, half 
•|yfe1r dent, on all taxes unpaid on the 29th of November, ctdhk 
per cent, on all unpaid the 20th of December, and an addi- 
-fional tax of one per cent, for each 30 days thereafter, is eeixn- 
<Sbtty recommended. 

The Revenues received upon the Trust accounts during the 
^fear, exclusive of the coUections'&r Opening Streets, amounted 
^to $149,027 98, being less than the amount of actual disburse- 
t^ieUts, on the same accounts, by $39,806 90, advcoieed from 
•Ae -ordinary revenue of the City. This has arisen partly firom 
^the iBufeumption of claims of the contractors, under resolution of 
"February 25th, 1841, and of making the contracts, in some in- 
^Stehces, payable upon the completion of the improvement, and 
4)6fore the assessments are collected. To obviate this, it is xe- 
^ccnnmended that contracting officers be instructed, in all endas 
livixere' services are to be paid for out of special assessmtets, to 
^insert a clause that the payment shall be made only as ibe 
kMoH^iB eoHected on the assessment. 
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It Is also recommended that an ordinance be passed transfer- 
ring, fix)m the City Inspector to the Street Commissioner, thd 
JraTteying end assessing, for expenses incurred in abating nuis- 
hnces, in cases when such expense becomes a lien on real estate. 
In the Revenue derived from the Commutation of Alien Pas- 
jtangers there is a deficiency of upwards of $11,000, compared 
%ith the receipts of the preceding year, and from Courts $2,000. 
*VbB revenue on the other accoimts has come up to the esti- 
mates. The Police and Alms House exceed them ; and that of 
llie department of Cleaning Streets has equalled the estimates, 
iedthoagh the price of manure was reduced 25 per cent.

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and fifteen thousand dollars weie spent in administeiing the 
Government ; and four million one hundred and eighty-five 
thousand dollars in the acquisition, repair, and care of Corpo- 
ration property, and in the management of Trust accounts. 
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Remarks. 
It should be remarked that the expenditure of the 3rear in 
the Trust Accounts, i. e. Regulating and Opening Streets, &c., 
is four hundred and sixty thousand dollars less than that of 
the previous year. It was principally paid on accounts origi- 
nated several years ago. 

This branch of public business which has brought so much 
disaster upon owners of unimproved property, is now rapidly 
decreasing ; and under the cautious policy pursued by the presh 
ent government, new projects will not be entertained, except 
in cases where the propriety is unquestioned, even by those on 
whom the burden is to fall. 

The sum of $1,149,600 of the Stock and Bond Debt of the 
City, has been paid off out of the Greneral Fund, besides 
$66,680 13 in full of the damages and costs, assessed to the 
Fire Claimants. 

The disbursements through the Street Department, which 
are a City charge, exhibit a large reduction below the cost of 
the preceding year and the estimates of the past year. Com- 
pared with the year preceding, the reduction is as follows :

This large reduction is mainly attributable to the (^ration 
of the new Ordinance of the Common Council, passed in the 
early part of the year, on the recommendation of the Street 
Commissioner, submitted January 25, 1841, by which the re- 
sponsibility of these expenditures, at that time divided betwe^i 
the Committees of the Common Council, the Superintendent 
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and the head of the Street Department, was transferred entire- 
ly to the Street Commissioner. Thus establishing, as intend- 
ed by the amended charter, a distinct and separate line be- 
tween the Legislative and the Executive Departments, and 
producing beneficial effects, which must soonor or later lead to 
an organization of all the Executive Departments upon the 
same basis of individual responsibility. 

The Alms House Department, which includes also the care 
of the Nurseries, the Prisons and the Hospitals, is regulated 
and governed upon the same salutary principle — the responsi- 
bility resting solely on a Conmiission ; in this latter respect, 
perhaps a greater responsibility would be secured by reducing 
the number of Commissioners. 

The average daily number of inmates, exclusive of ofiicers, 
for the years 1838, 1839, 1840 and 1841, were as follows : 

1838—3,254, at a nett cost of $226,856 00 

1839—3,332, " «' 253,338 00 

1840—3,254, « " 225,118 00 

1841—3,899, « " 219,535 00 

Although the returns shew the number of inmates to have 
heen greater than at any previous period, yet the establishment 
has been managed at a nett cost of $219,535 00 — this is 
■equivalent to a tax of less than nine cents on the f 100 00 ; 
while the Poor Tax assessed during the last year in the City 
of Philadelphia, compared with our standard of valuation, is 
12 cents for each $100 00. 

By a return from the Superintendent, it appears that of the 
inmates of the whole establishment, excluding the prisoners, 
the children and lunatics, of whose places of birth no account 
is kept, an average of 1,516 persons out of 2,906 are foreigners 
by birth ; and it may be safely estimated that as large a pro- 
• portion, if not larger, exists in these latter departments ; as it is 
ascertained that of the children supported, three-fourths are of 
foreign parents. 

For the support of this large number of foreign population, 
to a constant influx of whom our City is particularly exposed, 
the quota of Auction Duties now received by the City on this 
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account, is wholly inadequate : it is not more than sufiScient to 
pay the interest on the buildings erected for their accommoda- 
tion. 

The Comptroller has heretofore suggested to the City Gov- 
ernment the propriety of appealing to the Legislature of the 
State, for a restoration to the City Treasury of the duties de- 
rived from Sales at Auction in this City ; and on this occasion 
would respectfully renew the suggestion. 

These Duties were originally established for, and were 
pledged to the support of foreign poor in this City, and were 
collected and applied to that purpose for a series of years. In 
1817, they were taken from the local Treasury, and pledged to 
the Canal Fund of the State. Tl:e nett revenue derived by 
the State from this source, since its diversion from the City 
Treasury, is about four and a half millions of dollarsi Its 
magnitude has formed one of the principal elements of the suc- 
cess of the Erie Canal in a financial point of view. In 1835, 
it was deemed unnecessary to continue the application of this 
^fund to sustaining Internal Improvements ; and on the motion 
of a Senator from this District, who moved it as a pre- 

lilMINARY^STEP TOWARDS RESTORING IT TO THE ClTY, it 

was transferred from the Canal, to the State General Fund ; 
since which period, it has been applied to the current support 
irf the State Grovernment, and has operated as a large tax upon 
this county for general purposes, from which all other parts of 
the State have been comparatively exempt. Such is now its 
operation. 

Its restoration would seasonably relieve the citizens from the 
burthens which the exigencies of the future will impose upon 

.the inhabitants of this city. The justice of the claim, and the 
propriety of its return, were admitted in a Report of the 
minority of the Committee of Ways and Means, made to the 

. State Assembly at its last session. 

The purpose for which this large revenue was diverted from 
the City Treasury, was accomplished seven years ago ; it of 
right should revert to the local government of this county, to 
be devoted to objects peculiar to its position. Cities are neces- 
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sarily exposed to expenses, risks and cares un&lt beyond their 
walls. The history of all large nnmicipalities presents re- 
peated acts of the sovereign power for their support and pro- 
tectipn. It would seem to have been left for the City of New* 
York to reverse the custom, and sustain the State. 

The contingent expenditures on account of General Bepaira 
and Supplies, appear to exceed those of the previous year by 
$15,000. This apparent excess arises from the fact that the 
repairs made by the Superintendent of Buildings on the several 
accounts of Markets, Watch, Lamps^ Wells and Pumps, and 
Land and Places, are in this Report (with the exception of one 
payment on each in January, before the passage of the Appro- 
priations for the year 1841,) charged to the general account of 
Repairs and Supplies ; the Appropriations having been increas- 
ed for this purpose. In the last Report they were charged 
severally to the respective Departments. 

There is a dijQIculty in the present system of providing 
Pumps ; all new Wells are procured at the special expense of 
the neighbourhood ; all repairs to Pumps are proyided for by 
General Tax. The supply, in both cases, comes from the 
Corporation Yard ; and it is next to impossible, in practice, to 
divide the amount to be specially assessed, from that which 
ought to be a City charge. This might be corrected by pro- 
curing the Pumps by contract, as is now practised in digging 
the Wells, when the expense is to be paid by assessment. 

The contingent expenditure on account of " Cleaning 
Streets,"' is $146,813 00 ; while the receipts for the sale of 
Manure, &c including approved endorsed notes, accepted in 
part payment, and having but a short time to run, amount to 
^39,000 ; making the nett cost to the Treasury $107,000, 

Although the income from this source is not below that of 
the previous year, yet the Manure was sold by order of the 
Committee at the large reduction of 20 per cent, in price. 

The Superintendent alleges that the laying of the Water . 
Pipe, by which near 50 milds of the streets have been upturn- 
ed, has prevented a redaction of the expense of Sweeping, and 
at the same time deteriorated the value of a large part of tbe 
Manure, thus reducing the probable receipts. 
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The responsibility of the management appears to be divided 
between the Committee on Cleaning Streets, the Street Inspec- 
tors, the Members of the Common Council individually, and 
the Superintendent ; and this divided responsibility, by which, 
in effect, none rests upon either, is perhaps the only reasoti 
why no material reduction has yet been effected in this impor- 
tant branch of the public service. 

The change in the manner of compensating the private 
Cartmen, which was insisted on and brought about by the 
Committee on Streets and the Superintendent, is an improve- 
ment — but is ephemeral, being but a temporary order, which 
may be neglected by their successors. 

If the system of Cleaning Streets is to be continued by a 
a Departnxent of the City Government, it would be well to place 
it on the same footing of executive independence as that of 
the Alms House and Street Commissioner's Departments; 
then, whether the chief officer procure the service by contract 
or by days work, it can scarcely be doubted that an essential 
reduction of expenditure, and a well directed efficiency will 
immediately follow. 

There is an increase on account of Courts of nearly $2,000 ; 
while the revenues therefrom ate $2,000 less than the previous 
year. The disbursements include the salaries of the Criers of 
Courts, all of which, by a recent State Act, are now made a 
charge against the City, instead of the litigants in Court, as 
formerly, and the costs of prosecuting worthless forfeited re- 
cognizances, taken in the Criminal Courts. These two items, 
which do not occur in the Report of the previous year, amount 
to double the excess of expenditure. The deficiency of re* 
venue occurs, for the most part, in the receipts of the Clerk erf 
the Superior Court. 

The cost of maintaining the Assistant Justices' Courts is 
$14,750; the revenue from this source is diminished to 
$5,762— the year's loss in supporting them is $8,000 near- 
ly. These Courts might easily be maintained without-loss, by 
enlarging their jurisdiction to $100, and abolishing the Marine 
Court, which would then be unnecessary, 

10 
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The disbunements for the Police Deportment show ati in* 
crease of $2,200 over that of the previous year ; the revenue 
is, however, greater by $500. The increase of expenditure is 
accounted for by the establishment of the Special Police in the 
Twelfth Ward, and the payment of extra allowances to Police 
Officers, for services out of the county. 

The disbursements in the Fire Department are nearly 
$22,000 less than the previous year. There will be undoubt- 
edly, a further reduction when greater water facilities are in- 
troduced. 

The expenses of the last Three Elections, held in this Cky, 
have been principally paid during the year 1841. They 
amount to the large sum of forty-eight thousand dollars, near- 
ly forty thousand of which have been expended in procuring 
and revising the Registry of Yoters. 

The cost. for Printing and Stationery is over $5,700 less than 
the expense on this account for the year before. 

The amount paid for Counsel Fees exhibits a gratifying re- 
duction ; while it is believed that a greater amount of extraor- 
dinary legal services have been rendered than in any previous 
year, 

A union of the duties now performed by the Counsel to 
the Corporation, the Attorney, and the Public Administrator, 
in the establishment of a law department, is respectfully sug^ 
gested. 

The expenditure made by the Corporation, in introdueing 
the Croton Water and in procuring and laying down the Wa- 
ter Pipes, have been charged, as formerly, to several appropri- 
ations, and not distinctly to the Water Fund. These diarges 
formed an aggregate, on the 1st day of January, 1841,

One hundred and one miles of Iron Pipe are already laid 
through the streets ; and there seems to be but little else re- 
quired in this respect than to unite them with the Distributing 
Reservoir. The Aqueduct itself is nearly complete. The addi- 
tional cost of aqueduct and pipes, to effect the introduction of 
the water, is estimated at $1,000,000 ; making the whole ex- 
pense about eleven and a quarter millions of dollars. 

The authority of the State should be invoked, at the present 
session of the Legislature, to invest the Corporation with power 
to protect the works from damage by evil doers. A depart- 
ment, to manage the supply of tenements and to collect the wa- 
ter rents, should be established early in the year, to secure as 
much revenue as possible from this source. 
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Under the Ordinances, the Comptroller has deemed it his 
duty to present his views at length upon this subject to the 
Common Council, and has, therefore, prepared a plan for the 
management of the Water Revenue, which he will submit in a 
separate communication. 

It is confidently anticipated that the water from the Croton 
River will be introduced into this City and ready for the use 
of its inhabitants by the fourth day of July, 1842.

It will be perceived that the resources, noted on the prece- 
ding page, are far beyond the amount of all claims to accrue 
against the Corporation during the current year ; and although 
a resort to all these sources will not be necessary, yet there is 
one important item that cannot be dispensed with, unless the 
appropriations for the ordinary expenditures of the Govern- 
ment are reduced by the Common Council — the Direct Tax. 
•The amount of Tax to be imposed, according to the esti- 
mates before the Common Council, is as follows : —

Yielding $2,000,000 upon the present assessed valuation of 
the Seal and Personal Estate in the County. 

The Tax for ordinary purposes includes the cost of building 
new Wharves, and constructing other works for the Corpora- 
tion. Could the appropriations for these, or a part of them, be 
postponed, the public burdens would, to such extent, be les- 
sened. The above estimate of tax should forewarn the Corpo- 
ration not to undertake any new work, except under the most 
pressing pecessity. 
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The deficiency of Water Revenue forms another and im- 
portant item in the Tax Bill. By law the deficiency of Wa- 
ter Revenue, to meet the interest on the loan after the water is 
introduced, is to be raised by a direct tax, and will, under the 
most favorable circumstances, be a large item, this year. No 
reliable estimate can at this time be formed of the revenues 
which will be derived from the water, or of the deficiency to 
be raised by tax. (Some statistics on this subject will be found 
in the Appendix.) The maximum deficit for the present year 
cannot exceed three-quarters interest on the debt, or $440,000, 
which is equivalent to a tax of 17 cents on the $100 of valua- 
tion. This will undoubtedly be reduced if the revenue is col- 
lected in advance, as in Philadelphia. 

The taxable property of the City and County, as last as- 
sessed, is valued at $251,194,920 — ^being nearly two-fifths of 
all the taxable property in the State. The rate of tax levied 
in this County varied from 34J to 69 cents on each $100 of 
valuation. The average rate of tax in the other counties of 
the State was 49 cents. ^ 

The local Tax in the City of Philadelphia, notwithstanding 
the profits from the Water Works are employed to reduce its 
amount, last year was at the rate of $2 16 per $100. The 
standard of valuation in that city is said to be about sixty per 
cent, below ours. The rate of tax compared with our standard 
is therefore 86 cents upon the $100. 

Notwithstanding this apparently comfortable position cona- 
pared with our sister city, the people here are unaccustomed 
to the burdens of so sudden and heavy an increase of their 
rates, and will the more impatiently expect the Common Coun- 
cil to lessen its severity by retrenchment and economy where- 
ever possible. They have heretofore only seen high taxation 
in prospect. It is now upon and -around them ; and every day 
of delay will render less availing the various propositions now 
before the Common Council for reorganizhig the Departments 
on a more economical basis. In the Street Department, even 
in cases where the expenditure has been as low as five or ten 
dollars, the system of employing contractors by open competi- 
tion, has, during the past year, been frequently adopted with 
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covofititA sttceessi and materially to the benefit of the Tieasury. 
Were it extended throughout the City Government, wherever 
praetieable, and produced a like result, the redaction of ex* 
pease would be such as to render the Water Tax comparatively 
uofelt 

The Corporation is in possession of large parcels of valuable 
thoQgJi unproductive lands in this City, which might be readily 
sK>ld and applied, through the Sinking Fund, to the purchase 
of the further debt to be contracted, or to redeem in advance 
Ibe old City Stocks^ and thus diminish the amount of debt and 
annual taxation. Real Estate in this City has suffered less de- 
preciation than almost any other kind of security. The present 
priee of a given piece of land will, therefore, at this time, pur- 
ebaae a larger amount of City Debt than the same land would 
ledeem in seasons of more inflation, and more confidence in pub- 
lic fiuth. So the avails of the Corporation property, at present, 
while the City is compelled to extend its credit, would prevent 
a greater debt than the same property could be made to redeem 
in better times. An Appendix is annexed, containing a list oi the 
uncommuted Water Lot Grants, wherein duit Rents are reserv- 
ed. The rent is difficult of collection, arising from the want of le- 
gal means to apportion it between the tenants. The rent, how- 
ever, is well secured, and is a property that might be advanta- 
geously managed by individual proprietors. It is suggested to 
sell the public interest in this property at auction, in order that 
the capital might be made more productive in the Sinking 
Fund, by applying it to the purchase of the City Debt. 

The enactment of a law making the Taxes payable in No- 
vembejr. instead of February, would largely reduce the annual 
tax, by avoiding the amount now levied for interest on tempo- 
rary loans. The inconvenience and expense attending the pre- 
sent dilatory system of collecting the taxes, has been frequently 
brought to the notice of the Conmion Council in former Reports. 
As a remedial measure, the Comptroller, in his Annual Report, 
sulmutted by him at the close of 1839, recommended the fund- 
ing of $1,300,000, and an application was subsequently made 
to the State for the necessary power, with but partial success. At 

11 
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that time, the temporary debt, incurred for ordinary purposes, 
exceeded the uncollected revenue of the year by nearly 
$400,000. The temporary debt, at the close of 1841, was less 
than the uncollected tax by $650,000, being equivalent to a re- 
duction of the temporary debt, in two years, of $950,000, and 
dispensing with annual temporary loans to that amount, and in 
fact providing a clear surplus of over half a million of dollars 
with which to commence the year 1842. This advance has 
been accomplished by funding $400,000 in the Floating Debt 
Stock, and by pursuing a new policy of keeping the annual 
disbursements below the annual revenues. A continuance of 
so prudent a policy will, in the course of a few years, place the 
Treasury so far in advance as to be able to dispense- with tem- 
porary loans altogether. The collection of taxes in November 
will also hasten that period. This accomplished, and the 
balance of the Water Stock negociated, the City need not agrain 
have occasion, either by permanent or temporary loans, to en- 
ter, as a competitor, the field of credit.

The Debt of the City may, therefore, be stated at Ten Mil- 
lions ef Dollars, which is less than the amount incurred in 
building the Croton Aqueduct; and exhibits the gratifying 
fact, that but for having undertaken that stup^idous work, the 
Qity -could at this time have been wholly free from debt, its 
fiiiAing Fund discontinued, and its Real Estate unimpaired. 

The jffovisions already established by law for the payment 
of this Debt, are ample ; the faith and property of the City are 
pledged for the redemption of the Water Debt, as well as feint 
&e other Stocks of the City ; these latter are already secured 
by active means on 'hand ; the payment of tihe Water Stock is 
ffisiriboted through a period of forty years ; the Sinking Fund, 
eMabhshed to redeem the old Stocks, is contii^ued and made 
applicable to the Water Stocks, by repeated enactments of both 
the State and City Governments. This fund alone, without 
resort to the property of the Corporation, is capable of redeem- 
ing the Debt within that period ; its minimum revenue (see 
page 14, ante.) of $200,000, would alone yield in the 40 years

$8,000,000, and the compounding through that time would 
increase it $4,000,000. more. 

The water will be introduced early in the ensuing summer 
at a cost of about one million of dollars more ; making the ac- 
tual measure of the City Debt, at that time, about eleven mil- 
lions, which is that culminating point, where ends the extension 
of the municipal credit, and begins the uninterrupted and rapid 
decline of its funded liabilities. 

The past year was a season of unprecedented distrust of all 
public securities. The usual markets were unable to absorb 
the supply eagerly furnished by crowds of panic-stricken 
holders. The City was compelled to resort to a new mart It 
offered its loans freely to citizens, in small amounts and for 
short periods ; it was for the most part readily taken up by per- 
sons of very moderate means, and in many instances was the 
first investment of money the parties had ever made. It was 
disposed of without loss, and at less than the established rate of 
interest. It is fortunate for the City that its public works are 
so near completion, and that so little remains to be negociated. 
The near period at which the further issue of the permanent 
City Loans will cease, and their comparative scarcity in the 
market will, it is believed, continue to uphold them, above the 
widespread depression and uncertainty of the times. 

To provide about one million of dollars for the completion of 
the Aqueduct, and to fund the Temporary Water Debt, are all 
the loans of a permanent character remaining to be made ; and 
it is probable that many of the holders of the Temporary Wa- 
ter Loan will desire either to renew the same for short periods, 
or convert it into a longer loan. The Sinking Fund it- 
self will furnish a market for a large amount, while, to indi- 
viduals desiring to invest in our City Stocks, acknowledged to 
be the only public security that is guaranteed by stronger bonds . 
than the public faith, it will be the last opportunity for many 
years.

Legal Provisions, 

The Mayor of the City, elected by the people ; the Recorder, 
appointed by the Governor of the State, with the assent of the 
Senate; the Chairmen of the Conmiittees on Finance, designated 
by the President of each Board of the Common Council; and the 
Chamberlain, and the Comptroller, appointed by the joint bal- 
lot, constitute the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. Their 
poweTf to invest in the fund is confined to the Stocks of the 
City in the first instance, the Stocks of the State of New York, 
and of the General Government. The investment of the fund 
in the City Stock is imperative, provided they can be obtained 
at a reasonable rate. See laws, Aug. 9th, 1813 ; revised 1817, 
1821, 1823, 1827, 1834, and 1839. 

All moneys to be received from the following sources, are 
pledged, appropriated and applied to constitute and form the 
Sinking Fund, until the whole of the Stocks of the City of New 
York are fully redeemed. 

1st. For Commutation of Quit Rents on Grants. 

2d. For Quit Rents, arising from such grants as were is- 
sued prior to the year 1804.

3d. For Licenses to Pawnbrokers. 

4th. For Hackney Coach Licenses and Street Vaults. 

5th. For Market Fees and Market Rents. 

6th. The nett proceeds of all sales of Real Estate which be- 
longed to the Corporation, January 1st, 1826— ^thereafter to be 
sold. 

7th. The annual Taxes for Fire Indemnity and Floating 
Debt Stock. 

8th. The Bonds and Mortgages purchased with the Fire 
Loan Stock. 

These provisions have been extended to all the odier Stocks, 
viz : — To the Water Stock, May 7th, 1835, and by subsequent 
acts ; to the Fire Loan Stock, February 16th, 1836 ; to the 
Fire Indemnity Stock, May 3d, 1838; to the Public Building 
Stock, August 8th, 1836, and January 20th, 1838 ; and to the 
Floating Debt Stock, May 14th, 1840. 

The following section is extracted from the act of the State, 
passed June 8th, 1812 and subsequently extended to the Water 
Stock : — << And be it further enacted, that the faith of the May- 
or, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of New- York diedlr 
be pledged for the final redemption of the Stock, which shall or 
may be created pursuant to the provisions of thki act ; and tbM 
cUl and singular the revenues of said Mayor, AldenEQen, rad 
Commonalty shall be and they are hereby pledged and ^ppiOh 
priated for the payment of the interest which shall become due 
on the said Stock, and shall continue so pledged until the tod 
redemption of said Stock ; and in case the said revenue sbttU 
not be sufficient to satisfy and pay the whole of the said iDte? 
rest, then and in that case the faith of the State shall be^ md 
the same is hereby pledged, to pass such act and acts a^ sbaHy 
from time to time, be necessary, authorizing the Mayor, Recor- 
der and Aldermen of the said City to raise by tax on the %M^ 
real and personal, of the freeholders and inhabitants of, and 
situate within the said City, such sum or sums of money as 
shall and may be requisite to supply any and every such de- 
ficiency." 

The following is section 10, of the original Watev Stdek m^ 
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passed May 2d, 1834 : — The provisions of the act entitled «' An 
act to regulate the Finances of the City of New-York, passed 
June 8th, 1812, which are not repugnant to, or incompatible 
with, any provision in this act contained, shall apply to the said 
Water Stock." 

Section 5, of the last Water Stock Law, passed by a two-third . 
vote of the State Legislature, May 26th, 1841, is as follows : — 
« All the provisions of law heretofore passed upon this subject, 
pledging the faith of the City of New- York and providing a 
Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the Stock, issued by virtue 
thereof, are hereby made applicable to the Stock issued in pur- 
suance of this act." 

Section 6. — "It shall be lawfubfor the Mayor, Recorder, 
and Aldermen of the City of New- York, from time to time, 
and as often as they may deem it necessary, to order and cause 
to be raised by tax on the estates, real and personal, of the free- 
holders and inhabitants of, and situated within the said City, 
and to be collected such amount of money as shall be requisite 
to defray the interest upon the Water Stock of the City of New- 
York. The said money shall be assessed and collected in the 
pame manner as now provided by law for the assessment and 
collection of taxes in the City of New- York." 

And it is also provided by the City Charter, that the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of New- York may sue 
and be sued in any way in. which individuals may be. In the 
Charter granted by Governor Dongan, 26th April, 1686, and 
confirmed by John Montgomerie, Esq., Governor, 15th Janua- 
ry, 1730, and by act, confirming to the City of New- York its 
rights and privileges, passed by the Governor, Council and Gen- 
eral Assmbly of the Colony of New- York, 14th October, 1732, 
it is specified as follows : — " And, also, that they be, and for- 
ever shall be hereafter, persons able in law, capable to plead, 
and be impleaded, answer, and be answered unto, defend, and 
be defended, in all or any of the Courts of his said Majesty, and 
other places whatsoever, and before any Judges, Justices, and 
other person or persons whatsoever, in all and all manner of 
actions, suits, complaints, demands, pleas, causes, and matters

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whatsoever, of whatnaturei kind or quality soever, in the same, 
and in the like manner and form, as other people of the said 
Province, being persons able, and in law capable, may plead, 
and be impleaded, answer, and be answered unto, defend, and 
be defended, by any lawful ways and means whatsoever." This 
Charter was, along with several others, saved and confirmed 
by the Constitution of 1777, and again by the Constitution of 
1821. And in the amended Charter, passed 7th April, 1830, no 
mention is specifically made of the rights of the Corporation in 
this respect, but it is in the last section declared "that such 
parts of the Charter of the City of New York, and of the seve- 
ral actsof theliCgislature amending the same, as are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this law, shall not be construed as 
repealed, modified, or in any way affected thereby, but shall 
continu 3 and remain in full force." 

The credit of the City, thus supported by the ample re- 
sources of the Corporation pledged for the redemption of its 
debt, by the taxable property held by its inhabitants, and by 
the easy legal means, beyond the Corporate control, possessed 
by the City creditor for enforcing his claims, furnishes a rea- 
sonable assurance that the comparatively small amount of debt 
to be created can be speedily negotiated.

Gentlemen — 

By virtue of and in obedience to the requisitions of the 
Charter of this City, and the Ordinances of the Common Council, the 
undersigned presents the Annual Statement of the Finances of the 
City, its Revenues and Expenditures, and the Receipts and Invest- 
ments of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, for the year en- 
ding 31st December, 1842. 

The past year has been remarkable for embarrassments in, and 
depression of all public securities and of business generally, and 
also for defalcations of city officers, (the last will be adverted to 
elsewhere,) still all the loans of the City Government have, since 4th 
July last, been ncgociated at an interest not exceeding six per cent, 
with the exception of $800,000 of Water Stock, payable in 5, 10 
and 15 years, bearing interest at seven per cent. The financial 
position of the City is sound, its ability for, and promptness of, pay- 
ment of all just and legitimate demands proverbial, and the City 
Debt, with the exception of the Water Debt, nominal. The great 
work for which this debt was created has been successfully consum- 
mated during the past year, and will add much to the comfort, health, 
security and happiness of our citizens. 

The expenditure for the City Government and keeping the pub- 
lic property in repair, (which, if the amount paid since June is a cri- 
terion, must have been in a dilapidated condition,) including the ex- 
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pense of introducing the Croton Water in many of the public build- 
ings, and the payment of the interest on the Water Debt since 1st 
August last, has amounted to $1,645,779 30, being less than the 
amount of the Ordinary llevenues and the Tax levied for City pur- 
poses for the year 1842 by $125,137 75. 

The entire cash means of the City for the past year are shown 
as $6,405,429 84, and the payments by the City Treasurer were 
$5,906,261 98 ; leaving cash balances in the Treasury of $499,167

amounts to $11,897,800 10.

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REMARKS ON TREASURY ACCOUNTS.

By the foregoing it will be seen that the expenditure for 1842, is less tb 
that of 1841, by $11,239 45, and if we add the amount paid fur buildings a 
alterations, the diminution will be increased to $14,239 45, and I am clearlj 
opinion that it can and should be further reduced. The evils arising from t 
Alms House establishment being adjacent to the City, — the ease with wk 
ardent spirits can be introduced, notwithstanding the vigilance of the keeperSi 
the ease with which persons can visit their friends located there, and the inma 
visit their friends in the City, are inducements to procure a habitation there, 
the public expense, and should admonish the City authorities, to select a mi 
remote and isolated location, for the future Alms House Establishment, whi 
should be commenced at once, and go on progressively by convict labor. 

In my opinion, none offers so good and healthy a place as Blackwell's Islai 
It should be divided into three grand divisions, by two high stone walls, to 
erected by convict labor entirely, which would separate the three parties asi 
clusively as if they were on three different islands; the north section for I 
natics, the south for the Penitentiary, and the centre for the Alms House Estf 
lishment, and yet have the benefit of convict labor in either division. 

I repudiate the idea of providing a palace for the poor, as I also do the id 
of not providing properly and decently for them. Comfortable apartments 
buildings should be erected of stone, by convict labor, and such of the inmal 
as are able to work should be made to do so. We do not at present get as mu 
work as we should from the Penitentiary people ; they should not be treat 
cruelly, but should be kept, according to the tenor of the sentence, at **ha 
labor," so that they should have reason to remember they had been in the Pc 
itentiary, and it would perhaps be the means of causing them so to deme 
themselves in future, as to escape, by their better deeds, a repetition of confii 
meat. 

In the next place, RandalPs Island, which cost the City $60,000, now ren 
for only $800, and the lease expires on the 1st of April next. This appears 
proper location for a work house, for paupers that can labor, and vagrants wl 
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are now sent to the Penitentiary. The regetables for all the charitable i 
criminal establishments in the City, could be raised on this island, and st 
quarried and fences built of the surplus, while much of the stone is of a qua 
which, under a proper head, could be sold to advantage, and the establishm 
made to pay its way, and perhaps save something to the City. We have an 
ample of this, in the Work House, or House of Correction, in the City of Bosl 

The establishments on Long Island Farms are a necessary appendage to 
large a City ; they are economically managed, and do honor to all conceri 
in them. 

It will be seen by Appendix A, that there is about an equal number of nati 
and foreigners in our charitable and criminal establishments, while the amo 
received into the Treasury for the support of foreign poor, from the commi 
tion of alien passengers, and the $10,000 from auction duties, makes up bu 
imall portion, of half the yearly expenditure. 

A plan has been maturing for some time past, b}/ which it is apparent, coi 
derable saving will be effected. The practice of giving out money, potato 
and wood, at tho Alms House, did very well when our population was ab< 
lOO.OOO, but with 300,000 it is impossible properly to discriminate, and it i 
be found that in many cases the timid and meritorious are excluded, while f 
ward, bold, and oftentimes unworthy persons, are assisted. It has become 
matter of notoriety that the poor from other places come here, to winter, as tl 
are better provided for in this City than elsewhere, and that many who apply 
and receive out-door aid, have means of their own at the same time. 

We should at all events try the experiment to save something handsome 
this account, for I do not see, when the State of Massachusetts with a populati 
of 800,000, can support her criminal and charitable institutions, with an out! 
of only $40,000, why the City of New York, with a population of 300,0( 
should have to pay $240,000. 

I cannot leave the subject without urging on the Fathers of the City, the i 
eeasity of immediate action. Let us not follow in the footsteps of those w 
have heretofore increased the expenditure on this account, but endeavor to 
things with more economy, and let every one that we provide for, that can lahi 
perform it, and it will soon be found that the paupers will be healthier, happh 
and fewer in numbers. 

BOARD OF HEAIiTH. 

There has been no saving on this account during the year. The Commi 
Council have, however, abolished the premiums paid for removing dead animi 
from our itreetSy and granted that privilege to some persons wishing to use the 
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for chemical and mannfacturiDg purposes. The bonus paid for removing tb 
in 1842 amounted to $1,998 64, which will be saved this year, and the publii 
believe, be as welt served, and better satisfied. If the ofBce of Health Ward 
was abolished a saving of $2,600 or 82,700 per year might be effected, and 
public be as well served, and the tax on this account could be reduced m 
$5,000^ The office of Health Warden was created simultaneously with i 
appearance of cholera, and should have been abolished, when that epidei 
ceased. 

COUNTY CONTINOSNCIES. 

A saving of $2405 63 has been made on this account as compared with 1 
year. This is the account to which an endless variety of matter is chargi 
Boch as refreshments to the Common Council and their committees, enterta 
ments incident on tendering the hospitalities of the City to distinguished str 
gers who visit us, carriage hire, &c., costs and damages of all suits brouj 
against the City, for injuries received by men, horses, carriages, A^c, by enec 
brances of streets, trenches in streets for water pipes, &c., of which there hi 
been of late not a few. All such items are passed upon in Common Council, 
decided in the courts of law, before they are paid. There is also in this accoi 
an item of $4,276 86 for costs on suits transferred by P. A. Cowdrey, £s 
late Counsel to the Corporation, to the present Counsel ; if this had not be 
charged, a saving of $6682 49 would have been made on last year's aceoa 
It is impossible to say whether this account can be reduced or not. 

COURTS. 

This account has increased during the past year over $10,000. This is owl 
to the amount of salaries paid the Judges of Criminal Courts, by order of t 
Board of Supervisors, together with costs of suit, amounting to $7071 42, 1 
payment of which had heretofore been resisted, in consequence of the opin 
that the law constituting the Court was unconstitutional. There is also an 
crease of $3,009 for officers attending Courts ; this it is said is in some measi 
owing to the number of capital cases tried during the year — as Colt, Edwar 
Mitchell, &c., but I think there are more officers employed than necessary ; I 
Judges of the Court, however, I believe, regulate this matter. 

The Superior Court is rather a heavy load to carry, being an expei 
to the City for the year 1842, of $4913 50, exclusive of officers, criers, & 
for carrying on litigation between individuals. This Court has cost the Ci 
since its organization in 1828, over and above fees received, $68,497 33 fori 
salaries of Judges alone. 
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COimiElJTATION OF AXISN PASSENGERS. 

The receipts on this account have increased $3,125. Prior to July 4th t 
was only $1,457 received and paid in by Samuel J. Willis, late Clerk of 
Common Council ; since that time Samuel Jones Willis and John Ahera I 
paid in $2,120, making altogether for passengers arriving before July 
.$3,577. The balance, $7,583 has been paid in by Joseph R. Taylor, pre 
Clerk of the Common Council, from that part of the year when the sma 
number of passengers arrive ; this may account partially for the discrepai 
discovered in the accounts of Mr. Ahern. 

CliEANINO STREETS. 

This account has been a heavy tax on the City since the sweeping of all 
streets has been performed at public expense; the amount has increased 
will continue to increase, unless the plan of cleaning the streets by contract 
lie coDsummated. (The time, I think, has gone by for compelling the citizei 
■weep the street before their own premises twice a week, as some have pr 
Bed, to lessen the expense,) and I am heartily glad to see that the contract sys 
is likely to be adopted, and have no doubt, if properly manage<l, and give 
responsible contractors, it will be a benefit to tax payers. That individuals 
manage affairs of this kind better than officers appointed by the City, cannc 
doubted. I have looked over the account of Cleaning Streets for the past 
years, and am free to say, if the contract system is adopted that a saving off 
$45,000 to $50,000 per year can be realized. My predecessor made an estin: 
(see p. 97 of Comptroller's Report) of 1840, for "Cleaning Streets (by contri 
$859000," but in consequence of the reduced price of labor and other caus< 
think he is at least $20,000 to $25,000 higher than it can be done for. A 
events it must and can be done for much less than it is costing the City i 
and it is high time the experiment should be tried, for if we follow in the 
and beaten track we never can reduce expenses. 

A discrepancy and derangement exists in the accounts of Cleaning Str 
for the past year, in consequence of the '*hold over system," which is expla 
in the detail of accounts. 

Since writing the above a contract has been entered into for five years, a1 
rate of $64,500 per year, and I have no doubt if the work is done faithfullj 
expressed in the contract, that those who have entered into it will not have on 
tp boast of as profits at the end of each year. 

CBLA.RITIES. 

The expenditure has lessened $1,328 during the past year, and I trust 
neyeF exceed $5,000. The Alms House establishment is the proper place 
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dispensing aid, except such as is given to the poor nt our truly meritorious I 
pensaries, and they are well deserving; the aid given them by the City ; and 8 
the Fire Department Fund, for the relief of the aged and indigent, former m( 
bers of the Department, and their widows and families. 

CliEANOrO DOCKS AIf]» SI^IPS. 

This account has increased $2,443 92 since last year, and we have reasoi 
believe will increase. The wash of the Croton water in our streets, in < 
weather carries much material into the Slips, and it there deposites, and mal 
the water shallow ; it has then to be excavated by machinery, to keep the si 
available for commerce ; hence the expense. I find the owners of priv 
wharves and slips complain of this expense. 

DOCKS AND SI4IP8, maintainins and intprering. 

This account in 1842 was merged in one, and the expense under it $53,634 
and the receipts on Assessments from individuals $6,235 34. In 1841 I 
amount expended on Docks and Slips maintaining was $22,302 91, and I 
amount expended on Docks and Slips improving, $35,563 73, making togetl 
for 1841, $57,866 64, and more than expended in 1842 by $4,242 49. Th< 
does not appear to have been any receipts for 1841. The amount of this accoi 
depends on two contingencies: the Piers and Bulkheads which belong to in 
yiduals and the Corporation jointly, and the City exclusively, which requ 
repairs, and the new Piers or extensions made to accommodate the extendi 
commerce of the City. The repairs to Piers and Bulkheads are heavy, and 
is said they have to be renewed on an average once in sixteen years. 
thing however is certain, — piers can be built at present for one half the cost 
1836. I have reason to believe that every thing connected with this account 
done in the most economical manner, and always by contract where possible. 

The expenditure on this account is $10,039 64. A comparison with 18 
would be invidious, as part of that year we were acting under the Regist 
Law. The only saving 1 can suggest on this account is, that the number of ( 
fleers attending the polls, be reduced as much as possible. 

FIRE ]>EPABTI!nSNT. 

The expense on this account has decreased $3,057 29 in the last year. Sin 
the introduction of the Croton water it is to be hoped the expenses will be ( 
minished yet more. It is a great establishment, and of the greatest utility 
us as a City, but the wear and tear of machines, carriages and hose is astonifl 
log. A continual force has to be kept at the public yard, to do this kind of woi 
Kverj thing connected with it costs much, except the voluntary labor of the p 
triotic men who compose the Department. 
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I believe it is conceded by all that we should not increase the number oi 
gines, but diminish them at every good opportunity, and add hose carts, wl 
with the aid of old Croton, can queil almost any fire. Depending on the e 
tions of the Chief of this Department to curtail the expenses in every pos 
way, I trust we shall see a saving to the City, for the year 1843 of several t 
sand dollars. 

JUSTICES' COURTS. 

This account amounts to nearly the same as in 1841, but is a burthen tc 
amount of near $8,000 per year on the tax payers of the City, to support lil 
tion between individuals. It would perhaps be well to increase the jurisdii 
of this Court, and it might then pay its way, or to make it a branch of the 
rine Couit, which is no expense to the City except for apartments to hold I 
Court ; an endeavor has lately been made to make the City pay the eric 
this Court, which has thus far been resisted, and a suit at law has been comE 
eed, for the recovery of such salary. 

liAITDS Aim PliACES. 

A saving of $3,435 63 has been made in this account since 1841. The 
barsements are made through the proper channel, the Street Commissioi 
Department. They are judiciously managed, and about a reasonable com 
HLtion to the persons employed, in attending and keeping the Public 6roun( 
orderi planting trees, &c. 

liAJHPS AND GAS. 

There is a reduction of expense on this account of $2,181 52 during the 
jeatf which is accounted for in the diminution of the value of oil. I cai 
perceive any improvement for saving money. A proposition to unite the li 
ing and watching of the City has been made« which appears feasible, an 
which I shall speak under the head of ^* Watch." 

liETinNG TAX. 

This account is about the same as last year. From the experience 1 1 
had in the collection of taxes and in looking over the applications for r< 
from tax, which are made at every meeting of the Board, my opinion is that 
assessing is done in a very loose manner by some of the Ward Assessors, 
the Board of supervisors, who fix their compensation, have increased the m 
nnce 1840, $3,500. 

In many of the Wards I find large amounts of personal property, altogei 
omitted on the books, which is the means of increasing the rates of taxation 
triut the Tax Law will be so framed for 1843 as to reach all the personal 
tatei and the Assessors be made to do their duty. 
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IflABKETS. 

The expenditure on this account is $602 31 more than last year. This 
caused by the Executive Committee on Markets, ordering repairs to be done 
others than the workmen at the public yard, who formerly did it. The item 
$1,000 per year, to the Manhattan Company for water to wash the Markets, h 
been dispensed with since July last, as the Croton water has been introduced* 

POI^ICK. 

There^is an increase on this account, as compared with 1841, of $7,717 i 
and it is high time the City authorities bestir themselves in this matter, and ha 
a new and simple system adopted, by which a large amount may be saved. T 
increase of Day Police has been $1,288 50— of Sunday Officers, $205 50 
and extra service of Police Officers, $2,457 90. These extra services amoui 
ed in the whole to $8,016 21 ; the sum of $6,860 90 was for services render 
prior to July 4th. The ease with which the Police Officers, or Marshals, proeu 
employment from the Mayor or Police Justices should be arrested, by having i 
adequate Day Police, on the same plan as other cities, with fixed salaries ; tl 
would do away with any favoritism ^ or dislike, which may or might exist, and 
more to prevent crime, than any other plan which suggests itself to me. 

PRINTITVG AND STATIONERIT. 

The expenditure on this account for the whole year has increased $679 4 
Of the whole expense, amounting to $18,704 63, $11,330 71 was for servic 
rendered and Stationery furnished, prior to July 4th,and clearly shows the effoi 
to economize have not been in vain, as there is more yet unpaid, of bills pri 
to July 4th, than since. 

In the State and City governments, the Printing and Stationery, has alwa 
been a bone of contention with either political party, and the profits arising fit 
it have not been so closely scrutinized by legislators as the politics of the cq 
dactorsofthe press, to whom, for political services, this bonus has been give 
I submit, however, the question, whether a mode of charging for these servic 
cannot be so fixed as to prevent excessive charges on the Treasury, on one sic 
and parsimony on the part of public officers on the other. 

As to the Stationery used by the City authorities and Departments, this mi 
ter could be so arranged, that the Clerk of the Common Council should mal 
the purchases, and be held accountable for the prices paid, and disburse t 
same to the other Departments on their requisition, and render a quarterly a 
count of the same, as in the Quarter Master's Department, U. S. Artny* 

There has been expended the present year on this account, j|d6,671 17, ai 
there has been paid by the City Treasurer the share or quota to the Cfty,' of ti 
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STRBBT BXPBlfSBS. 

The expenditure under this head of account amount to $27,817 41, and ii 
increase over 1841 of $5,074 09, and consists principally of amounts pai 
keep in repair, the streets accepted by the public. I have no doubt but 
expense will increase from year to year, as by an Ordinance of the Comj 
Council in 1825, the Corporation undertook to keep all streets repaved si 
that time, and registered on a book in the Street Commissioner's Office 
thorough repair forever thereafter. 

TATERN AND EXCISE lilCENSES. 

The receipts from this account amount to $24,815 25; and with the amc 
of $5,000 unlawfully taken from James H. Ward, First Marshal, by the Ma 
during the "hold over" time, and which has never been returned to the Treasi 
Would have made the nett amount $29,815 25. The immoral tendency of 
" hold over'' system can hardly be imagined. After the decision of the Suprc 
Court, the Common Council appointed the officers. Among others, I was 
jiointed, qualified, my bonds approved and filed. I soon learned from 
Treasury Department that the receiving officers were not paying any moi 
into the Treasury, and accordingly addressed a letter to each, directing then 
pay over the monies received by them, according to law. To show the feelii 
and who approved them, I copy the reply of James H. Ward : 

To D. D. Williamson, Esq.: 

• Dear Sir — ^I received a letter from you, of this date, in which you assv 
to be Comptroller of this City. I cannot in any manner recognize you as Coi 
troUer of this City, either de facto or dejure* I therefore cannot reply to y 
letter as an official communication. 

For your personal information I state, I am acting in all my official mati 
ander the advice and direction of the Mayor and Alfred A. Smith, Esq., 
Conoiptroller de facto^ and I believe dejure^ of this City. 

Very respectfully, 
(Signed) ' JAMES H. WARD, JPir^ ManM 

^•In conversation with Mr. Ward the day I received his letter, he assured 
that the letter was dictated by the Mayor; but in justice I should here state, t 
after coming into possession of this office, I showed the letter to Mr. Smith, 
pmdeeesBor, who denied that Mr. Ward had any authority from him to use 
aanoe in that way. 

'iBy the above will be seen the demoralizing effects of the hold over systt 
which has obliged us to bring suits against many persons who would others 
have paid over the money received by them. 
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The expenditures under this head of account is $225,567 62, and $4,426 
less than 1811, although additional posts have been created ; and there woi 
have been a saving of much larger amount, had the Ordinances of the Confim 
Council reducing the pay of the Watchmen to $1 per night been carried o 
It is now fixed at $1 25 from 1st November to 1st May, and $1 from 1st 11 
to 1st November. The saving to the City would have been over $30,000. 1 
amount paid for extra Watch previous to the 4th July, $3,211 50, and sii 
4th July, $692 75. After the passage of the Ordinance allowing the n 
$1 25 per night, there was paid on that account, from 1st November to 1. 
December, $4,820. 

If the proposition to unite the Lamp and Watch Departments should find fai 
with the Commod Council and the duty be assigned to the men ip the Wul 
Department, a net saving of from $30,000 to $50,000 would be made to 1 
City, and all the services required, as well performed. I am indebted to I 
Deputy Comptroller, for his examinations into'this subject, and I only reiteri 
his opinion, founded on actual calculation, and on seeing the duty so perforn 
in Philadelphia, that such is the fact. It is very desirable that the expense! 
the City should be reduced. Our tax paying citizens are borne down by i 
amounts they have yearly to pay, and yet, although the Tax for interest 
Water, and the Mill SState Tax, have been imposed on us at this time, i 
citizens come up to the work manfully, knowing they receive the worth of tfa 
money, so far as the interest on the water is concerned, but they do expect tl 
the most rigid economy shall be established by the Common Council, as far 
relates to the City expenditures or, expenses for carrying on the City Gove 
ment. 



The amount of Taxation for City Expenditure, in the estimate sobmitl 
by this Department to the Common Council, on the 19th December last^ (i 
Dop. No. 56,) is $1,140,500. and is about $71,000 less than was asked for 
1842. And if the plan of contracting for cleaning streets succeeds, as I trus 
will, a further deduction of from $40,000 to $50,000 can be made. I have 
objection to making deductions from any item of Taxation that may be soffgi 
ed, if the Common Council will carry out the plan of retrenchment; but 
reduce the Taxes, and not retrench, will only bring a floating debt upon ua, 
be paid by Taxation hereafter. The only plan is to reduce thiB expenseti i 
provide by Taxation to meet it ; or, in the homely but true phrase, ** live wi^ 
your income." I am also of tfae opinion, that the Taxei for each yeav abouU 
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collected in the year for which they are levied. This would save to the Cii 
interest now paid on Bonds Payable in anticipation of the revenue; and if no 
way can be devised to induce the citizens to pay their Taxes within the yeai 
fl deduction should be made on all Taxes paid into the Treasury, at the sam< 
of interest which the City would have to pay for money raised in anticipati 
the Taxes, say six or seven per cent, to be computed from time of payment 
time the penalty is added. This would in effect be paying interest to the taji 
erSf instead of capitalists or banks. From the experience of this Depart 
for the last two months, in which $765,823 26 of Taxes were collected — ai 
Irnlk of it in the last week of December, it is evident that the office of Col 
of Taxes can be abolished, and the Taxes of the whole City collected i 
place. The delays experienced by the Tax payers in December lust, 
there was a great press to pay, will be obviated by the Tax Collecting D< 
ment having the Tax Books under their control, and not having a double 
entries to make, as we had, to ensure correct returns being made on the ' 
Collector's books, besides being a saving of time and great convenience i 
tax payers. Moreover, a great saving will be made to the City by this 
of collection. 

The Collectors of the Wards now receive as a salary » $30,7( 

The Collectors of Arrears deduct 6 per cent, from their receipts, 

which will amount generally to«.»«, •••» 9,3( 

Making the whole expense $40,0 

And I have no doubt a department can be created and so arranged th 
expense to the City will not exceed $10,000, making a saving to the tax-f 
of $30,000, and done full as well, if not better, than it is done now in so 
the Wards. Checks between the Clerk of this Department and the Comptr 
office, and a settlement every day by 3 o'clock, of those checks, and a cor 
■on with the deposites made in the Treasury by the Collector General, 
ensure the business to be done safely, if all parties concerned are men of 
rity. There can be no doubt that a large proportion of the personal prop< 
the City and County escapes taxation. This should be remedied in some 
The Assessors of the Wards have hitherto been cautious about entering ( 
fill cases on their books, because the deficiency of collections, is charged t< 
individual Ward the next year ; but if the delinquencies and deficiencies 
chargeable on the whole City, no such fear would exist. The amount woi 
equally divided, and many who now escape taxation would be obliged t( 
their share of the public burthen. The mode now practiced of swearing 
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the value of personal estate, should also be altered. We hear of no one swet 
ing it up, and therefore the law should be so amended as to make each pers 
his own assessor on the true value of his personal estate. I also propose tl 
the Assessors should commence assessing earlier in the year, say Ist of May, 
as to give the citizens who actually reside and do business in the City and Com 
Bin opportunity to swear off their personal tax in other counties, where they resi 
only during the summer season, and at which time the Assessors are perform! 
their duties in other counties; and because they are taxed for personal tax 
Dther counties, they refuse to pay taxes here. It has been suggested tli 
personal tax should not apply to any particular Ward, or make it necessi 
to be put down in the Ward the person actually resides in. Instances ha 
been known where persons have watched the movements of the Assessors, a 
removed from Ward to Ward to elude them. They are no doubt rare, jet sbi 
let might be passed to meet the case, and a variety of others which I mij 
mention. At all events an application made to the Legislature for this Tax La 
should insure all the provisions necessary to a just valuation of the persoi 
Mtate. 

The State Mill Tax bears heavy on this County, the valuation here bei 
made, in accordance with the words and spirit of the law, on the full valu 
vhilc in the other counties of the State, it is made as low as possible to look d 
%nt. Governor Bouck alludes to this matter in his Annual Message ; and in 
[communication made by this Department to the Common Council, this matt 
s more fully treated of, and it was referred to the Committee on Laws. It is 
le hoped Legislative aid will be successfully invoked in the matter, so thatti 
rax, onerous as it is, may be more equally borne by the citizens of the State.

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REMARKS ON CITY DEBT. 



By the foregoing, it will be seen that the Great Debt of the CiQr is only 1 
amount of the Stock issued for the introduction of the Croton Water, a W( 
that there is no other on the face of the Globe to compare it with, and wh 
will be a lasting benefit to the present gener£|iion, and generations yet 
come ; but I am of opinion that this debt should be placed in such a position, tl 
others than the present generation can pay it. 

The report of the Croton Aqueduct Board, which I have carefully rei 
made to the Common Council, 27th December, 1842, in relation to the wi 
and means of paying the Water Debt, I am compelled to differ with, as regai 
the application of the Croton Water llent, to the redemption of the principal 
the Water Debt. 

On page 72 of said Document, they say, '< The resources applicable to 

principal of the debt are embraced in the Sinking Fund, which was establisi 

by the law of the State, of June, 1812, and by several subsequent enactment! 

the Common Council, &c.," I have searched in vain in the Act of June 8th, 18 

for any clause which constitutes a Sinking Fund, or pledges any revenues 

the principal of the debt. The IX. Section provides, " That the faith of 1 

Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of New- York, shall be pled| 

for the final redemption and payment of the Stock which shall or may be c 

WLled pursuant to the provisions of said Act, and that all and singular, the re 

xiues of the said Mayor, Aldermen, Bnd Commonalty of the City of New-Yo 

shall be, and they are hereby pledged and appropriated for the payment of 

interest which shall become due on said Stock, and shall continue so pledj 

Until the final redemption of said Stock, and that in case the said revenues 

Hot suflicient to satisfy and pay the whole of said interest, then, and in tl 

case, the faith of the State shall be, and the same is hereby pledged to pi 

such Acts as shall from time to time be necessary, authorizing the Mayor, I 

corder, and Aldermen of said City, to raise by tax on the estates, real a 

personal of the freeholders and inhabitants of, and situated within, the 8i 

fJity, such sum or sums of money as shall and may be requisite to supply a 

mud eFery such deficiency.

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All the laws of the State, authorizing loans, passed since the foregoing, co 
tain a clause to the effect, that ^^ The provisions of the act entitled ^An act 
regulate the Finances of the City of New Yoik,' passed June 8th, 1812, whi 
are not repugnant to, or incompatible with, any provision in this act contaim 
shall apply to the said Stock." 

The Act of June 8th, 1812, pledges the revenues, for the payment of the i 
fcerest, and the faith of the City, for the payment of the principal ; and this ai 
being the one specifically referred to, in all the acts authorizing the issue 
Water Stock, the conclusion is irresistible, that the revenue from the Water 
pledged for the interest, and ought not, in justice to the holders of Stock, to 
diverted. 

The late Water Commissioners, in their Report to the Common Council, 
the spring of 1835, before the question of the adoption of the Croton Wat 
was submitted to the people, took the same view of the question. They sa 
*^ When the project shall be completed, the eventual receipts will more than p 
the interest on the capital expended, and the annual cost of attending the work 
and in due time, leave a surplus for the redemption of the debt that may be 
curred." 

The ordinance creating the Croton Aqueduct Department, which becain< 

law 7th September, 1842, maintains the same position. Title vi., Sec. x. p 

vides that "All rents and other emoluments which may accrue from the use 8 

application of the Water, shall, in the first instance; be applied to meet the c 

rent expenses of the Croton Aqueduct Works ; next, to the payment of the 

terest on the Water Stock, and lastly, to the redemption of said Stock;" f 

Title vii., Sec. iv., of the same Ordinance, provides that ''All existing provisic 

in any ordinance or ordinances, inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed 

thus repealing the 2d Section of Title ii., Chapter xvii., of the Revised Ordinan< 

and also, the 9th Section of Title ii., of Ordinance, passed May 7th, 1835, ( 

all others which appropriated the revenues from the Water Works to the Si 

ing Fund, for the redemption of the debt, contrary to the act of June 8th, 18 

and restoring the faith of the City, and its revenues, as they were, by that i 

pledged. 

Having for the present disposed of the question of applying the revenui 
the Water Works to the payment of the interest on the Water Debt, I 
review the Sinking Fund. 

The Act of June 8th, 1812, was the first act which authorized the Corpi 
tion to fund a debt, and that act pledged the faith of the City, for the rede) 
tion of the principal, when it became due, but did not prescribe any way in wl 
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CITY DEBT. 3 

8ucb prineipal was to be met. The Corporation, however, in order to pn 
for the redemption of the debt, and maintain its faith, on the the 9th Au 
1813, first organized the Sinking ]<^und, by setting apart revenues previi 
used for ordinary current expenditures, (the whole revenues being at that 
greater than the interest on the debt,) and thus subjecting themselves to f 
equal in amount to the revenues set apart, for the purpose of investing t 
in the Stocks of the City, and if the Stocks of the City could not be procured 
reasonable rate, in the Stocks of the United States, which were afterwards! 
sold, and the proceeds applied to the redemption of the City Stocks. ThcM 
Recorder, Comptroller, Treasurer, and Chairman of the Finance Commi 
were appointed the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and power given ! 
to manage it. Subsequent acts of the Common Council have enlarged 
resources of the Fund, until it has become sufficient to absorb the whole de 
the City on the 1st May, 1771, if the Stocks are suffered to accumulate in it 
then, or 8^ years before the period for their redemption, as is provided ii 

6th section of the Ordinance of June I3th, 1839, which reads as follow 

.1 

** The City Stock which shall be purchased by the said Commissioners, sha 
transferred to them, and shall be held by them until the final redemption thei 
and the interest of the Stock so purchased, shall, at each quarterly pay] 
thereof, be regularly carried to the credit of the said Sinking Fund." 
revenues at present pledged to the Sinking Fund, amount to near $100 
per year, which with the interest received on Stocks held by the Commisi 
ers, and the proceeds of Real Estate, that it is proposed to sell through a 
cession of years, as the same can be done to advantage, reckoning such i 
of Real Estate at $200,000 per year, will be exactly enough to pay ofl 
whole City Debt, as it becomes due* 

Should the laws be so amended, as to allow the adoption of the recomme 

tion of the Croton Aqueduct Board, and the proceeds of the Croton Watc 

applied to the Sinking Fund, estimating the revenue for L843 as $100,000, 

. an increase of $25,0!J0 per year, for succeeding years, till 1857, when it w 

/he $450,000, the accumulation at that time would be $5,500,000; and com 

. ing $450,000 as the maximum revenue from the water, until 1880, the p< 

.for the final redemption of all the Stock, it would amount, by compoundin 

,the Sinking Fund, to the enormous sum of $17,500,000; or would amoun 

$12,000,000 in 1864, and thus pay off the entire Water Debt of itself, du 

.the present generation, and subject them to an amount of taxation equal t 

ilargely for the benefit of posterity. 

The application of the Water Rents to the Sinking Fund, I cannot but 
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on afl injurious to the interests of the City, and burthensome to the tax-payc 
it would raise the price of Stock so much as to make it very expensive to idv< 
the accumulations of the Sinking Fund, as the debt would have to be redeem 
before it was due. It would subject the citizens to an addition to the tax eqi 
to the amount of the rent received ; and as we have artived at that point wb 
necessity for loans (except temporary, which are freely offered) ceases, we ci 
not, in my opinion, do any thing that will continue the credit of the City at 
present high standard, better than provide regularly, by the Water Kents a 
taxation, for the interest of the debt, and, by every possible means, reduce tai 
tion« 

By the following tables, founded on compounding by yearly interest, I he 
laid the subject open to the public ; and it now remains for the Common Coi 
cil and Board of Supervisors, to arrange the matter for the interests of the c 
zens generally, and either to use the proceeds of the water and supply the b 
ance by taxation, for the interest on the Water Debt, or to pay the whole inter 
by taxation. 

No one can respect the gentlemen composing the Croton Aqueduct Boi 
more than I do ; and from their high and honorable standing, their opinions \ 
entitled to the greatest consideration ; yet in this matter, I am constrained to ( 
fer with them. 1 have not alluded, in any way, to the increase of the reven 
set apart to the Sinking Fund, (see Sinking Fund Account,) but have no do 
they will and must increase, in the same ratio as the population of the City 
creases. 

For the value of the Real Estate of the City, I beg to refer to the Report 
the Comptroller, for 1841. 

The sale of $150,000 to $200,000 per year, of the real estate for twenty-ei| 
successive years, until the debt is redeemed as proposed by me, would givei 
public the benefit of all rise in value, which is naturally to be expected, a 
bring much property, at present almost worthless, into the market at g( 
prices. 

To cancel the funded debt before it becomes due, in the manner proposed 
the Croton Aqueduct Board, would put the whole matter in a false position, f 
i» contrary to the meaning and spirit of the law, and deprives the Sinking Ft 
of the means originally granted to it; it would sometimes place the City ii 
position that she could not meet the demands at maturity, and would cause i 
City Stocks at other times, to be held above par. The City would suffer b 
ways. First, by having to negociate temporary loans, to meet the large amoi 
of debt due from 1856 to 1860, and next by having to purchase stocks ab 
par, which were originally sold below. 
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One word in relation to the general saTing, and safety, of buildings, gc 
wares, and merchandize in the City ; most, if not all the Insurance OflSces ii 
City, have reduced the premiums for insurance 20 per cent., since the intro 
tion of the Croton Water ; and I believe we have had but one serious fire; 
lude to the one at the corner of Maiden Lane and Water street, which ii 
opinion of competent judges, would have been a second edition of the "G 
Fire" except for the plentiful supply of water ; as it was, doubtless much i 
was saved to individuals, than many years interest on the Water Debt, and 
not the buildings been of such height, and frail character, as to endangei 
lives of firemen approaching them, it would not in all probability have ezte: 
BE much as it did.

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GENERAL AND CONCLUDING REMARKS. 



I Stated in the first part of this Report, that this has been a year remarks 
for depression in business, and also for defalcation. 

The defalcation of Thomas Lloyd, late Collector of City Revenue, wa 
sad affair for the City Finances. It will be seen by Doc. No. 24 of Board 
Assistant Aldermen, that he commenced his carreer of roguery shortly a; 
he was appointed, but in the latter part of 1841, and early part of 1842, 
carried on the business of appropriating the public monies to his own use, ^ 
incredible ciLrity; (and without suspicion of my predecessor, as will 
seen by his Report made to the Board of Aldermen, April 25th, 1842,) left 
country, and, if we are correctly informed, has since paid the debt of nat 
His defalcation, as fur as ascertained, amounts to $61,289 90, without 
thing from the Butchers' Stands, which account is yet in confusion. $4,437 
have been received from J. W. Bell, on account of this defalcation, which LI 
assigned to the City when he left. The vesssel he went to the Coast of Af 
in, was on her return claimed by the City, but has since been given up to the i 
sons who were proved to be the owners ; the cargo which came in her is no^ 
lawbetween the City, who claim it, and the widow of Lloyd, before the Vice CI 
cellor. It is almost morally certain, that the outward bound cargo was purchi 
with money belonging to the City, and the inward bound cargo, with the procc 
of the cargo taken out. 

I suppose there never was a plan to defraud, so successfully laid, as the 
by Lloyd and his associates. If, however, he had returned to this countr 
which I do not believe he intended to do^we perhaps would have had 
satisfaction of knowing more about the personages who participated in^ the 
ceipts of this dating fraud. 

I have the pleasure of stating that I am perfectly satisfied with the prei 
Collector of the City Revenue. He appears indefatigable in his exertions to 
lect, makes his returns promptly, and I have no reason to doubt his integi 
With the exception of the Water Lot and Butcher Stand Rent, which Lloyd 
in a state« almost chaos, there was not, on the Ist January, ]843| morel 

about eight per cent, of rent in arrears, since May last, while his coUectioDi 
MrrearSf have been very satisfactory* 
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The defalcation of Mr. Ahem, Clerk in the Mayor's Office, astounded us \ 
The following is the Report of Robert Taylor and Samuel J. Willis, Esquir 
who have examined the matter : 

New York, February 9th, 1843. 

Sir — In answer to your note of the 27th uit., we stute, that during seve 
months last past, we have devoted much time to examining the accounts of n 
Hies received by Mr. John Ahem, for commutations, and for bonding Alien Pi 
(feengers, and have discovered (from original papers) that he witnessed the e: 
cution of bonds given for passengers, in the month of Tebruary, 1824, a 
JBtfntinued to do so, and receive the reports of Captains of Vessels until Ju 
1842; but we have not been able to ascertain at what time he commenced i 
living money for commuting and bonding passengers. 

The returns for monies received by Mr. Ahern, from June, 1837, to Ju 
1842, were signed by him, but for no other period. We have, therefore, a 
lined ourselves, principally, to an examination of accounts during the time e 
Jkraced between those dates; but as we have not brought the examination to 
elotse, we can at present only say, that so far as ascertained, the deficiencies J 
the time mentioned, will not vary much from Ten Thousand Dollars ; and 
though we shall shortly be able to name some definite amount, it will fall I 
ihort of the whole amount of deficiencies, for reasons which will be fully stat 
in a report to be submitted by us, to the Honorable the Board of Aldermen.

The hold-over business has had a sad eflfect. Three of the Deputy Clerks 
the Markets, refused to pay over the monies received by them. One of the 
has since settled ; the other two have been prosecuted. Two of the Collectc 
nf Arrears of Taxes, refused to give up their books, and I had to put the law 
finree to recover them. There is due from these Collectors, according to o

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J. D. Stevenson, surrendered his books to W. P. Moss, but did not pay orer 
the collections due ; there is yet due from him, $2,064 19 on tax. Inhere is a 
a considerable amount of interest due from all three, which we cannot ascerta 
as the years for which the Tax was received, varied from 1 lo 8 years. W. 
Moss surrendered his books to D. Seaman, and settled them in full. 

There has been a lar^e accumulation of indebtedness to the City, on Do 
and Slip rent since 1839, much of which I fear will not be collected, owing 
the insufficiency of the security taken. The principal ones are as follows-—

B. L. Guion, amount not known, it being the collections of wharfage, at soi 
side of new Pier No. 1, North River, for year from May 1841, to May 1842, a 
also a part of the year, from the Ferry Slip, at Peck Slip. 

On the whole, I can say that as far as can be known, all the receiving offio 
of the Common Council since July last, have paid over all money received 
them, to the Treasury, with great regularity, and I trust, no defalcation will 
made by any of them. As to the disbursing officers, they have regularly retu 
ed receipts for all monies paid through them, and I still incline to the opini 
that much might be saved in the way of purchases for general supplies, of 
the City establishments, if the heads of departments were made responsil 
instead of Executive Committees, which are contrary to the express provisii 
of the new Charter. 

On this subject, my predecessor in his last Annual Report, expatiated m 
fully, and to which I beg lo refer. 

On the whole, the affairs of the City Government are in a prosperous e< 
dition — the amount of expenditure for 1842, on City Account, is $47,403 31 I 
than in 1841, and a considerable saving will be effected in 1843, by which Ta; 
tion will be reduced. The Committees on Finance have taken up every subj 
which could reduce Taxation ; and if their views on this subject are carried < 
by the Common Council, as I trust they will be, much good will be effected 
our application to the Legislature for a law to carry them out, is successfu}. 

Finally, my hearty co-operation has been, and will be, always given to f 
measures, by which expenses can be reduced, and justice done to ibe jsOterf 
of the City. And although, on some ]K>ints, I am coQ9j)ell.ed to differ m 
others, it is from the firm conviction, that I am supported iby Istw And fixpodim 
in so doing.

The negociations that have been made during the past 
year, on the credit of the City, amount to $2,069,418. 

The sum of $234,000 Water Loan Stock, bearing 6 per 
cent, interest, payable in 1880, was taken by the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund at par; $1,089,230 of Temporary 
Water Loan Stock, and $260,000 of Bonds for water account, 
were taken by individuals at par, with interest varying from 
3^ to 6 per cent. All of these were issued under authority 
of the Act of the State, passed May 26, 1841, in relation to 
the Water Stock. 

Of the Revenue and Tax Bonds issued, $240,000 were 
taken by individuals at 3| per cent., and $220,000 at 6 per 
cent. These were issued under authority of the Amended 
Charter. 

The remaining sum of $16,188, Fire Indenmity Stock 
payable in 1868, bearing interest at 6 per cent., was taken 
at par by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. This

Gentlemen op the Common Covncil: 

The sudden and serious illness of the Comptroller, de* 
Yolved upon me the duties and responsibilities of the office, 
at a period when material of much interest in the statistics 
of the Finance Department, was in a stage of incipient pre- ^ 
paration by him. Conscious of his distinguished ability, 
and sensible of the value of his experience, I have delayed 
the promulgation of the Report, in the anxious hope that
